AUPE prepares 
hospital workers 
to take action

DHS buys students iPods 


The Alberta Union of Provincial Employees launched a 
team in I Tidsbuiy last week to spur 200 members into 
action should Allrerta Health Services close the hospital or 
reduce services. 

“We are hitting every city and small town in the province 
. . . we want to be ready if Alberta Health Services makes 
any big changes," said Glen Scott, vice president for 
AUPE. 

“Because we think cutting security may just be the first 
step." 

Didsbury hospital workers were told last December that 
they would have to get by without two in-house security 
guards this spring as part of Alberta Health Services ongo¬ 
ing attempts to cut costs. 

The medical superboard said it’s trimming back protec¬ 
tive services provincewide after discovering 40 per cent of 
its hospitals were making do without security while others 
had more personnel than needed. 

“What we're trying to do is create a better balance of 
resources across the province ... so rural type sites that 
never had protective services before, get access,” said 
Tom Weeks, AHS director of protective services and park¬ 
ing, in December. 

Two hundred positions are expected to be lost with 100 
of those absorbed by contract workers. The hospital secu¬ 
rity force will be reduced by 90 people or 20 per cent over¬ 
all, Weeks said. 

Didsbury’s hospital will be operating without security 
when the changes come into effect and relying instead on 
a mobile unit that will be dispatched about twice weekly - 
more often if called. 

The change from in-house security to mobile patrol units 
was originally expected to happen April 1 but the date has 
now been moved back to May 1, according to Scott. 

Deb Wilson, a receptionist at the mental health unit, 
went to the AUPE meeting last Friday and said she is con¬ 
cerned about the change. 

She was threatened twice, before the hospital got secu¬ 
rity two years ago. 

“1 never know who is going to come through the door, 
how stable they are or what will trigger them ... things can 
happen in a matter of minutes and it is comforting to know 
security is right there if 1 need them,” she said. 

“I’m working the front line. 1 feel vulnerable ... we are all 
women on that floor. Now our only hope Ls the RUMP.” 

()ther hospital workers attending the meeting feared this 
was only the first of several department cuts. 

“Who are they going to pluck out of here next?" said 
Sherry Tschritter, an AUPE chair for general support staff 
in Didsbury. 

Scott believes there is still a possibility Alberta Health 
Services will overturn its decision to cut security as union 
members continue to petition and voice opposition. 

“This isn't just about saving two jobs. It’s about sending 
government a message early on that they can’t do this and 
prevent them from making other larger cuts,” Scott said. 

And part of the battle is creating teams that will spur all 
members into action - whether protest or public meetings 
- if government stays the course and continues to reduce 
staff and services.

Didsbury High students thumbing through iPod applica¬ 
tions last week weren’t breaking any rules. 

They were following a lesson plan. 

Terry Ann Robertson had her biology class search 
through apps Wednesday afternoon as part of a pilot proj¬ 
ect aimed at boosting student learning. 


“It was definitely a surprise ... I mean iPods are usually 
something we hide under the desk when we are in class," 
said Kat Graves, 15. 

“I never thought we’d be using it to learn." 

Robertson purchased a class set - or 20 - iPods for the 
school with a $7,000 allowance from the Alberta Initiative 
for School Innovation, a program that encourages new 
forms of learning.

Students throughout the 
school could be using the 
technology for their stud¬ 
ies as early as this week - 
if teachers allow. 

It’s the first time apps 
have been used school¬ 
wide in the district, said 
Shawn Russell, assistant 
superintendent for 

Chinook's Edge School 
Division. 

“I have heard of a few 
teachers dabbling with it 
... by allowing a student to 
use his own iPod if he has 
it with him. This is new," 
he said. 

The idea is to get stu¬ 
dents to use iPods in class¬ 
rooms to complement tra¬ 
ditional education. 

They will be able to pull 
out the hand-held device 
to listen to a French video 
on YouTube, check gram¬ 
mar during an English 
class, or calculate math 
equations. 

“1 am having students 
create a top 50 list of apps 
we can use - both free and 
ones we will invest in,” 
Robertson said. 

“This is about making 
education part of students’ 
real world ... this is what 
they are into right now and 
we are showing them it 
can be used for things 
beyond music and games." 

There are only enough 


iPods for classes to take 
turns using the technology, 
hut the hope is once this 
catches on, each set of stu¬ 
dents will have their own. 
Further funding from the 
Alberta government could 
also mean the purchase of 
iPads, a similar technology 
with an oversized screen 
that will allow students to 
download books and 
school texts. 

The technology could 
mean savings for DHS, 
which wouldn’t have to 
spend updating its text or 
purchasing laptop comput¬ 
ers. 

Students too could save 
on equipment like graph 
and scientific calculators, 
which are required for sen¬ 
ior level studies - since a 
lot of school supplies are 
applications on iPods. 

“This is really, really 
exciting,” said Miranda 
Brazzale, 14, a student in 
Robertson’s class. 

“It’s a connection with 
students and what we’re 
interested in ... it definite¬ 
ly seems like something 
you'd see more in a private 
school." 

Her classmate, Shyanne 
Reimer, 14, agrees the 
technology is thrilling but 
wonders how quickly 
teachers will catch on. 

Teachers seem to hate 
the new technology stu¬ 
dents are playing around 
with, it’s hard to imagine 


them allowing it at all. she 
said. 

But Robertson said stu¬ 
dents could be surprised. 

Seventeen teachers 
turned out to a daylong 
seminar on teaching with 
iPods last Friday, includ¬ 
ing math and physics 
teacher, lain Paton. 

lie is the first to admit to 
being technologically chal¬ 
lenged - and he rejects 
things like checking e- 
mail, preferring the more 
traditional in-person 
chats. 

“There is just so much 
technology, 1 can’t keep 
up. But I am w illing to play 
around with this," he said. 

He can see the benefit of 
having a class sot of iPods, 
after having a dose of apps 
last week. 

He was preparing to call 
up the P.E. Department for 
a Physics 20 experiment, 
15 minutes before the 
class ended. 

“I needed stop watches 
and thought, OK, this is 
going to take awhile. I 
have to go down and talk 
with the P.E. guys, get 
some stopwatches, check 
to see if they work and 
start the exercise,” he said. 

“Then a student said he 
had this stopwatch app on 
his iPod and I asked others 
if they had one and five or 
six more pulled one out of 
their pocket. It saved us a 
lot of time." 


But Paton is also con¬ 
cerned he, and other 
teachers, aren’t being 
given enough time to learn 
on the hand-held devices 
and create lesson plans. 

“I mean we have a half 
day to learn it and then we 
are expected to teach with 
it (this) week,’’ Paton said. 

“That isn’t enough time 
and probably means we 
will have to spend a lot of 


our own time figuring this 
out." 

Ian Bates, physical edu¬ 
cation teacher, said he 
isn’t as concerned. He’s 
already planning on how 
he can use the device to 
make students take fitness 
more seriously. 

There are apps for meals 
and exercise plans, 
preparing to run a 
marathon and creating 


daily logs that will fit right 
into the P.E. curriculum, 
he said. 

“I think this is going to 
be slow to take off but 
eventually it’ll be in all the 
classrooms,” he said. 

“It’s kind of like Proxinta 
machines. At first teachers 
said it was too complicat¬ 
ed and they didn’t want to 
try it and now they can’t 
do without it.”

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Alberta pharmacy plan questioned

Didsbury Value Drug 
Mart owner Brad Blatz is 
“nervous" and “concerned” 
about the overhaul of 
Alberta’s pharmacy strate¬ 
gy- 

While Margaret Baril, 
pharmacist at Didsbury 
Pharmasave, has “always 
hoped this day would 
come.” 

As part of a multi-year 
overhaul of how pharma¬ 
cies operate in this 
province, pharmacists will 
be paid for drug therapy 
consultations, managing 
prescriptions, inoculations 
and diagnoses - services 
they've always provided for 
free. 

The changes will also 
reduce the price of new 
generic dmgs to 45 per cent 
from 75 per cent of the cost 
of a brand name drug, 
beginning April 1. Existing 
generics will cost 56 per 
cent of the brand name. 

According to govern¬ 
ment, the new pricing rep¬ 
resents up to $100 million 
in potential savings for reg¬ 
ular Albertans - but Blatz 
says the strategy could 
mean cash cuts for mral 
pharmacies, that get most 
of their revenue from pre¬ 
scriptions. 

The government has allo¬ 
cated $75 million allowance 
on drugs to ease the way 
into the new strategy. That 
means pharmacists will 
receive $13.19 per prescrip¬ 
tion up from $10.19, start¬ 
ing April 1. Another five 
million is available for rural 
and remote pharmacies. 

An allowance helps

somewhat - but there could 
still be significant losses to 
pharmacies if they can’t 
recoup losses through 
reimbursements, Blatz said. 

And government still 
hasn’t pinned down how 
they are going to pay phar¬ 
macists for services start¬ 
ing July 1. 

“We haven’t seen the 
model on how this will 
work. We don’t know how- 
much we are going to be 
reimbursed or whether the 
government even has a plan 
at this point," Blatz said. 

“If what they propose is 
practical, then this is excel¬ 
lent and something phar¬ 
macy has been advocating 
for, for a long, long time. 
But it all hinges on that 
reimbursement model,” he 
said. 

Some pharmacies - like 
the Hanna Value Drug Mart 
- unsure of how the Alberta 
Pharmaceutical Strategy 
will play out have already 


closed their doors or are 
looking to move to 
provinces where they can 
make a better profit, Blatz 
said. 


“We haven’t 
seen the model 
on how this will 
work.

He and his wife don’t 
have any plans to leave but 
say if cuts are too deep, it 


hours of operation or staff 
at the local store. 

Margaret Baril, owner of 
Didsbury Pharmasave, 
isn’t as worried and says 
the changes to how phar¬ 
macies are run in the 
province are much need¬ 
ed 

“They are going to pay 
professionals for what they 
do and that’s exciting. 
Obviously it will mean a 
reduced income to pharma¬ 
cies but it’s not as bad as it 
could have been and it’s 
encouraging for pharma¬ 
cists to take on more,” she 
said. 

“We didn't go to school 
for five years to just dis¬ 
pense dmgs." 

Baril is one of nearly 200 
Alberta pharmacists 

involved with a pilot proj¬ 
ect called the Alberta 
Pharmacy Practice Models 
Initiative (PPMI) that 
wraps up March 31. 

The program is looking 
at how pharmacists can 
shift from simply dispens¬ 
ing drugs to providing 
expanded care directly to 
patients. 

Baril has been schedul¬ 
ing one-on-one appoint¬ 
ments with patients to help 
plan medication and make 
sure patients are meeting 
their health targets. Her 
only concern of Alberta’s 
new strategy, is what will 
happen to her patients 
between the completion of 
the pilot and when pharma¬ 
cists are paid for services 
in July. 

“Am I just done until 
then? Can 1 be compensat¬ 
ed for helping people dur¬ 
ing that transition period? I 
don’t know," she said. 


Memorial Park honours classmates

Didsbury High School will 
be turning to the communi¬ 
ty for help in preserv ing the 
memory of two classmates 
who died last year. 

Students, still grieving the 
loss of Rita Macintosh and 
Lucas Fulton, plan on send¬ 
ing out donation tins to 
businesses this month to 


raisc> money for a memorial 
park. 

It’s still in the early 
stages of development but 
the group hopes to lay the 
groundwork for an out¬ 
door space by this spring. 
Gerard Fournier of For 
Trees has offered to do 
the design work for the 
school, which could be as 
simple as creating an area 
with a picnic table and 
bench or as elaborate as 


an outdoor learning 
space. 

“I hope we can see this 
done by the end of the year 
... everyone felt their losses 
and we want to make sure 
that even when we graduate 
there is something left here 
in memory of Luc and Rita," 
said Lauren Smith, a Grade- 
12 student. 

Lucas took his own life 
August 25, 2009, weeks 
before school began. He 


was 17 years old. Fifteen- 
year-old Rita died four 
months earlier, on May 25, 
in a single-vehicle rollover. 

More students are expect¬ 
ed to help with the project 
as it gains momentum. 

“This is about coming 
together for Luc and Rita 
... they were a big part of 
our school and it would be 
nice to have a quiet area to 
remember them at," said 
Sarah Bell, Grade 12. 


Didsbury up for award 

Recruitment program solved doctor shortage, town says

Two years ago, Dr. 
Andrew Jackson could 
thumb through his mail 
on any given day and find 
an offer to practise some¬ 
where else. 

“It was very much a 
doctors' market," he said. 

“With a shortage, com¬ 
munities everywhere 
were desperate to find 
physicians and as a doc¬ 
tor you had your pick of 
where you wanted to go.” 

Jackson decided to 
make the switch from 
Pincher Creek to 
Didsbury to set up 
Silverfern Medical Clinic, 
after being wooed by 
town officials and the 


community itself. 

“I liked the rural atmos¬ 
phere ... it’s somewhere I 
wanted to raise my family 
and the town was really 
encouraging,” he said. 

’There was fanfare that 
showed me that the com¬ 
munity really wanted and 
appreciated me going 
there.” 

In 2006, Didsbury was 
on the brink of a doctor 
shortage crisis. 

The town, which boast¬ 
ed 4,500 people and a hos¬ 
pital, had two local doc¬ 
tors and one of them said 
he was burning out. He 
wanted support staff to 
help him in his new clinic, 
but efforts to recruit 
physicians were a flop. 

“We had a lot of compe- 
t it ion. Communities were 


offering doctors homes, 
cars and money to set up 
a practice,” said Colleen 
Gustavson, coordinator 
of economic develop¬ 
ment. 

“We needed to come up 
with something of our 
own ... that wouldn’t put 
a lot of pressure on our 
taxpayers.” 

Town officials came up 
with the idea to sell the 
community to doctors and 
their families as a place to 
live, work and play. 

Prospective doctors, 
like Andrew Jackson, 
would be wooed with an 
all-expenses paid week¬ 
end to explore the com¬ 
munity, golf and dine with 
the mayor. 

They’d also get a com¬ 
munity welcome and an 


offer for a $50,000 inter¬ 
est free loan. Ten thou¬ 
sand wotdd be written off 
if the doctor stayed in 
town for a minimum of 
four years. 

Jackson was sold on the 
community. It was the 
right balance for his fami¬ 
ly, he said. 

“ ... And the interest 
free loan took the bite 
out of setting up a prac¬ 
tice." 

Three other physicians 
have also come to 
Didsbury, allowing the 
town to call their recruit¬ 
ment program a success. 
They recently nominated 
themselves for Alberta 
Rural Physician’s recruit¬ 
ment and retention 
award.

Disease eradication 
requires government 
leadership

Considering pooi closure was bad idea 


Newly released medical statistics point to a 
troubling increase in the number of syphilis cases 
in the province - something that should spur the 
Stelmach government into immediate action. 

According to Alberta Health, there were 263 
syphilis cases reported in 2009, an increase of 
seven percent over 2008 and a huge jump from 
just 10 years ago, when there was not a single case 
reported. 

The Public Health Agency of Canada says that 
cases of syphilis in Alberta are now more than 
twice the national average, and second only to the 
Northwest Territories in overall infection rates. 

While the increasing number of syphilis cases is 
bad news for the adult Albertans infected, it is 
even worse news for an increasing number of 
newborns - six babies were bom last year with 
congenital syphilis and three of those subsequent¬ 
ly died of the disease. 

While syphilis is usually treatable by a single 
ant ibiotic shot, if left untreated it can lead to brain 
damage, heart failure and other serious ailments. 

Alberta’s top physician, Dr. Andre Corriveau, 
says the rise in cases of syphilis points to a need 
for all stakeholders, including the provincial gov¬ 
ernment, to do more to fight this insidious and 
sometimes deadly disease. 

“A lot of the work against syphilis had to be 
slowed down because of the response to H1N1,” 
said Corriveau. “We want our syphilis rates to go 
back to zero, the way they were a decade ago.” 

The jump in syphilis cases can be attributed, at 
least in part, to a lack of leadership on the part of 
the Stelmach government, the opposition parties 
say. 

“People need to understand that the rates of 
syphilis we’re seeing in Alberta are extremely high 
for an industrialized society in which we have a 
modem health-care system,” said NDP leader 
Brian Mason. “So it indicates a real failure some¬ 
where of the leadership in health care in the 
province.” 

There’s no question that as the principle 
provider of health services in Alberta, the provin¬ 
cial government has an obligation to do whatever 
it can to fight syphilis and other wholly preventa¬ 
ble sexually transmitted diseases. 

The government should perhaps look to the 
recent successful H1N1 public awareness cam¬ 
paign as a model for a new campaign aimed at 
heightening overall awareness of sexually trans¬ 
mitted disease prevention. 

In any event, Health Minister Gene Zwozdesky 
can make a positive and immediate mark on his 
new portfolio by making one of his first priorities 
the battle against the scourge of syphilis. 

Failure to do so will, of course, only prove the 
opposition parties right when they claim, yet 
again, that the Stelmach Tories are failing to show 
sufficient health-care leadership.

In the March 2 issue of the Didsbury Review the story 
titled “Town puzzles over province’s funding gaps" 
incorrectly identified Roy Brow n as chief financial offi¬ 
cer when he holds the title of chief administrative offi¬ 
cer.

At this year’s annual budget meeting council 
reviewed the services that the Town of Didsbury pro¬ 
vides to its residents and surrounding service area and 
assessed the cost attached to each of these services. 
With the importance on minimizing the tax burden 
placed on our residents, council wanted to have an 
understanding of the actual cost to provide these serv¬ 
ices and what other alternatives may be available. The 
possibility of pool closure or a reduction in operating 
hours was one of the services that received much 
attention due to the high cost to operate the facility. 
Part of the reason for this discussion was to bring to 
light the costs of operating the aquatic centre on a per 
resident basis so that everyone has a clear understand¬ 
ing of how much of their tax dollars goes into that 
facility each year. Based on 2009, 11% of your tax dol¬ 
lars was spent on the operations of the aquatic centre. 
That works out to just over $90 per resident per year. 


couldn’t have turned out better and now years later the 
town considers closing the doors. I've grown up in 
Didsbury my whole life and as a kid other than the 
hockey rink and the swimming pool there’s nothing to 
do in this town. It’s not just the youth that rely on this 
pool; it’s a facility for kayak lessons, boot camp, acqua- 
cize, and other activities for all ages. It also opens the 
doors for local jobs that train people on how to look 
out for one another. You shut down our pool, you shut 
down a part of our community. 

I can handle the fact that I’m going to have to start 
parking my vehicle on my front lawn when I go on a 
holiday so that the bylaw officer doesn’t tow my truck 
because it hasn’t moved for 72 hours. But mark my 
words if you ever shut down our pool, it will be a giant 
step in the wrong direction for the Town of Didsbury.

What council learned is that a reduction in operating 
hours would provide some financial savings; however, 
the overall benefit to residents to have a pool in our 
community is invaluable. The aquatic centre plays an 
integral part in encouraging healthy activity in our 
community through both leisure swimming and com¬ 
petitive sport. In addition, the aquatic centre is a key 
economic magnet for enticing both residential and 
commercial development in our town. 

I want to clarify that council did support the 2010 
operating budget for the aquatic centre and will not be 
closing the facility. 

Going forward council has asked for more recom¬ 
mendations on what the town can do to reduce the 
financial loss the aquatic centre experiences each year. 
This helps to ensure we operate a top-notch facility in 
the most efficient manner possible for our residents.

Hi* didn't ask Canada’s 
curling gold medallist, 
Kevin Martin, for an auto¬ 
graph or snap photos of 
NHL stars Sidney Crosby 
;uul Martin Brodeur as they 
walked by. 

Not even Canadian 
Olympic figure skater 
Joannie Rochette could 
crack his calm. 

But when he watched 


Canada’s hockey team 
score for a w in on the last 
day of the Games, he 
roared with the rest of 
Canada 

“1 was able to catch the 
gold medal men’s hockey 
game on one of the TVs in 
the work tent during a cou¬ 
ple of my breaks,” Williams 
said. 

“It wits funny but the TV 
had some delays but 
because we w'ere so close 
to where the hockey was 
being played we could hear 
people screaming before I 
watched the goal going in 
... 1 knew it was coming 
and 1 just freaked out.” 


Williams and Const. Kent 
Shaw were posted to the 
2010 Olympic Games in 
Vancouver and only 
returned from the job last 
week. 

It is lut experience not 
soon forgotten, they said. 

Williams was posted at 
the athlete’s village in 
downtown Vancouver late 
.lanuary, to search vehicles 
that were picking up ath¬ 
letes and driving them 
back. 

“I was the guy with the 
mirror, checking to see if 
anything was taped 
beneath the car,” he said. 

“I never found anything.” 


The athlete’s village was 
quiet - free of Olympic 
protests found in other 
areas of Vancouver, he said. 

“It was a place athletes 
could just he at ease and he 
themselves before a game,” 
he said. 

He saw several athletes - 
including Kevin Martin, 
Joannie Rochette and one 
of the Sedin brothers, who 
was playing for Sweden - 
walk around the village, a 
series of condos on 
Vancouver’s waterfront. 

He wasn’t permitted go 
up to any of the athletes, 
though they were free to 
come up to him and say hi, 


and some athletes did, he 
said. 

Shaw, who screened vehi¬ 
cles on Cypress Mountain 
throughout February, saw 
little action on the hill 
where Canada won its first 
gold medal. 

“From where I was I 
could only see the top part 
of the aerials and moguls,” 
he said. 

“I got to see the part 
where they were in the air, 
but that was about it.” 

Shaw spent his days off 
braving crowds of cheering 
Canadians to tour the ven¬ 
ues downtown, but by far,

All registered varieties of western Canadian wheat belong to a specific class. 
Varieties and classes are recorded in the Canadian Grain Commission's variety 
designation lists. If your wheat is not on a list, it will be graded at the elevator as 
feed wheat or the lowest grade of amber durum. 

Each year, you are required to sign a Declaration of Eligibility for the Class 
form at each licensed facility where you deliver. When you sign the form, you are 
declaring that your wheat qualifies for a particular class. 

Remember, it is your responsibility to know which class your variety of wheat is 
eligible for.

If you are not sure which variety you are seeding, have it tested 
at a private lab. 

Find out if the variety is listed 

Check the variety designation lists on the Canadian Grain Commission’s web site.
